Ladies  and  Gentlemen!  We  pre- 
sent to  the  theatre-going  public 
"The  Auburn  Quartette"  who  need 
no  introduction  to  the  sport-loving 
public  fans  of  our  fair  Southland. 
This  is  the  same  perfect  organiza- 
tion that  made  a  hit  last  year,  with 
the  exception  of  Christopher  who 
has  been  replaced  by  Lindsay,  and 
we  are  indeed  fortunate  in  having 

them  with  us  tonight.  (Rather  af- 
ternoon.) 

A  peculiar  thing  about  this  wond- 
erful organization  is  the  way  the 


parts  they  sing  correspond  with  the 
way  they  hit  the  line.  Thus  Harris, 
who  starts  the  game,  leads;  Bidez. 
who  hears  a  large  part  of  the  work, 
sings  baritone;  Hart,  the  fastest  man 
on  the  squad  and  who  only  hits  the 
ground  in  high  places,  sings  tenor; 
and  Lindsay,  who  hits  the  line  low 
sings  bass. 

And  it  is  no  myth  about  their 
singing,  for  that's  where  they  re- 
ceived their  nicknames,  which  have 
a  slight  semblance  to  grand  opera. 
"Fuzzy"  Woodruff,  after  hearing 
Bidez  sing  in  the  Jefferson  Theatre, 
Friday  night  November  14th,  and 


seeing  him  march  55  yards  through 
the  Vanderbilt  line  the  following 
afternoon,  named  Bidez,  "Caruso," 
which  only  shows  how  much  "Fuz- 
zy" knows  about  music,  for  Bidez 
sang  baritone.  However,  when  he 
conceived  the  idea  of  the  "Fullback 
Quartette"  he  not  only  showed  he 
had  some  appreciation  for  music 
but  an  excellent  idea  of  football. 

A  feature  of  the  work  of  the  quar- 
tette is  solos  by  Harris  and  Bidez. 
Harris  in  bis  early  training  picked 
up  a  little  Spanish  ami  specializes 
in  Spanish  songs.  Some  time  in  a 
game  he  utters  a  Spanish  word  and 


charges  a  line,  giving  said  line  vis- 
ions of  the  sport  of  old  Mex.,  in 
which  the  red  flag  is  introduced. 
Bidez  hits  the  line  low  and  skirts 
the  ends,  a  wonderful  range  he  cov- 
ers on  the  field  and  just  as  large  a 
range  in  his  songs.  Hart  and  Lind- 
say are  often  called  into  chorus 
work  but  when  together  this  quar- 
tette can  be  depended  upon  to  dis- 
pense yards  of  music  and  what  is 
more  important  yards  of  gains.  In 
years  to  come  Auburn  may  have 
better  songsters,  and  possibly  bel- 
ter line  plungers  but  never  will  she 
have  a  better  combination.

Aggies  Got  Theirs  19  Times— Financial  Report 
of  Mississippi  A.  &  N.  Game— In  the 
Camp  of  Vandy.

The  following  charter  was  adopt- 
ed by  the  members  of  the  Phi 
Kappa  Phi.  at  a  recent  meeting; 
this  charter,  to  which  by-laws,  to 
be  published  next  week,  are  to  be 
added  will  govern  the  Auburn  Chap- 
ter: 

THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  PHI 

KAPPA  PHI  HONOR  SOCIETY. 

PREAMBLE.  This  constitution 
is  adopted  to  provide  a  society  ded- 
icated to  the  Unity  and  Democracy 
<of  Education,  and  open  to  honor 
graduates  of  all  departments  of  Am- 
erican Colleges  and  Universities. 

Article  1.  Name. 

The  name  of  this  association  shall 
be  the  PHI  KAPPA  PHI. 

Article  2.  Chapters  and  Mem- 
bers : 

Section  1.  This  society  shall 
consist  of  chapters  established  in 
colleges  and  universities  of  good 
standing.  Each  chapter  shall  be 
designated  by  the  name  of  the  col- 
lege or  university  in  which  it  is 
situated.  New  chapters  shall  be 
constituted  by  the  Board  of  Reg- 
ents. 

Section  2.    Each  charter  shall  be 
signed  by  the  President-General  and 
Secretary-General  of  the  Society, 
and  attc>*ed  by  the  sea1  of  the  so- 
ciety. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Regents 
■shall  prescribe  conditions  on  which 
charters  shall' be  granted. 

Section  4.  All  candidates  for  a 
baccalaureate  or  higher  degree  who 
are  within  one  and  one-fourth  years 
of  completion  of  the  required 
course  of  study,  shall  be  eligible 
lo  membership,  provided  that  no 
member  shall  be  admitted  who  has 
-not  achieved  an  honor  record,  and 
this  provision  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  include  any  whose  stand- 
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ing  is  below  the  first  fourth  of  the 
graduating  class. 

Each  chapter  shall  determine  the 
manner  in  which  standing  shall  be 
ascertained,  but  shall  report  to  the 
secretary-general  of  the  society  the 
methfld  used,  and  it  shall  be  bis  du- 
ty to  report  any  doubtful  method  ?o 
the  General  Convention.  The  Gen- 
eral  Convention  shall  have  power 
to  prescribe  or  change  the  quali- 
fications of  members,  but  shall  not 
do  away  with  the  honor  require- 
ment, nor  allow  the  admission  of 
more  than  one-fourth  of  any  class. 
No  discriminations  shall  be  made 
in  elections  by  reason  of  sex  or 
course  of  study.  For  the  Auburn 
chapter,  prerequisites  for  eligibili- 
ty to  membership  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows : 

1.  11  Units  of  College  prepara- 
tory work. 

2.  8  Terms  of  Collegiate  work 
leading  to  the  degree  of  B.  S.  or  1). 
V.  M. 

Section  5.  Members  shall  consist  of 
the  following  classes: 
(a)  Active  Members.  Undergraduate 
or  graduate  students  of  the  institu- 
tion who  have  fulfilled  the  require- 
ments for  admission  and  are  actual- 
ly in  residence,  with  members  of 
the  faculty  of  the  institution  ac- 
tually in  residence;  (b) AlumniMem- 


ber 


Consisting  of  former  activi 


members  of  the  chapter  who  have 
graduated  and  left  the  institution, 
together  with  alumni  elected  from 
earlier  classes  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  li;  and 
(c)  Honorary  Members.  Honorary 
Members  may  be  elected,  not  to  ex- 
ceed three  in  one  year,  and  shall 
be  college  graduates  of  scholarly 
attainments  and  of  not  less  than 
five  years  standing.  No  chapter 
shall  so  elect  a  graduate  of  another 
institution  in  which  there  is  a  chap- 
ter without  the  consent  of  that 
chapter,  unless  the  candidate  be  a 
member  of  the  faculty  of  the  insti- 
tution in  which  the  electing  chapter 
exists. 

Section  0.  A  new  chapter  may 
elect,  during  its  first  two  years,  any 
members  of  the  facufty  of  its  insti- 
tution to  active  membership,  and 
may  also  elect  Alumni  members,  not 
to  exceed  an  average  of  three  per 
class,  from  each  class  previously 
graduated,  provided  that  such  grad- 
uates would  have  been  eligible  at 
the  time  of  their  graduation,  and 
have  made  an  honorable  record  af- 
ter their  graduation. 

Section  7.  The  officers  of  a 
chapter  shall  be  a  president,  vice- 
president,  secretary,  treasurer,  and 
such  other  officers  as  the  chapter 
may  provide,  and  each  officer  shall 
have  the  usual  duties. 

Section  8.  Membership  in  this 
society  shall  not  be  held  to  inter- 
fere with  membership  in  other  fra- 
ternities or  societies  of  any  sort. 

Section  0.  The  Board  of  Regents 
shall  have  authority  to  prescribe 
the  terms  on  which  other  similar 
societies  or  fraternities  shall  be  re- 
ceived into  this  society  or  become 
affiliated  with  it. 

Section  K).  The  Board'  of  Reg- 
ents shall  have  power  to  constiluh 
chapters.  Alumni  chapters  shall 
not  elect  new  members  to  the  s.  cie- 

ty. 

Article  3.    General  Convention. 

Section  1.  The  supreme  legisla- 
tive authority  of  the  society  shall 
he  vested  in  a  general  convention, 
to  consist  of  the  general  officers  of 
the  society,  the  board  of  regents, 
and  delegates  elected  by  the  several 
chapters. 

Section  2.  Active  chapters,  in- 
cluding alumni  chapters,  shall  be 
entitled  to  3  delegates  each,  and  to 
'A  votes  in  the  convention,  and  one 
of  these  delegates  only  may  be  a 
member  of  another  chapter. 

Section  3.  In  voting,  any  mem- 
ber of  the  convention  may  demand 
that  the  vote  be  taken  by  chapters, 
and  in  case  the  delegates  of  any 
chapter  shall  fail  to  agree,  each  del- 
egate shall  cast  a  fractional  vote. 
Each  general  officer  and  regent 
shall  have  one  vote. 

Section  4.  The  general  conven- 
tion shall  have  jurisdiction  over 
the  society  in  all  matters  not  pro- 
vided for  in  this  constitution:  shall 
enact  laws  for  the  government  of 
the  society,  shall  establish  such  of- 


fices, not  herein  provided,  as  may 
be  found  expedient:  shall  have 
power  to  interpret  all  provisions  of 
the  constitution,  and  shall  elect  by 
majority  vote  all  general  officers 
1  of  the  society  and  the  board  of  reg- 
ents. 

Section  5.    The  general  eonven- 
!  tion  will  meet  once  in  three  years 
j  at  such  time  ami  place  as  may  be 
.fixed  by  the  convention     or  the 
I  board  of  regents, 
j     Article  4.    Genera]  Officers. 
I     Section  1.  The  general  officers  of 
I  the  society  shall  be  a  president-gen- 
|  era!,    a  secretary  general,    and  a 
j  treasurer-general,  to  be  elected  by 
j  the  general  convention,  and  a  regis- 
trar-general to  be  appointed  by  the 
i  president.    These  shall  hold  office 
|  for  3  years  and  until  their  succes- 
sors shall  be  chosen:  but  any  gener- 
al convention  may  change  the  term 
of  office,  such  change  to  take  ef- 
fect  after  the  expiration   of  term 
of  the  officers  already  elected. 

Section  2.  The  duties  of  the  pres- 
ident shall  be  those  usually  pertain- 
ing to  his  office. 

Section  3.  The  secretary-gener- 
al, under  the  direction  of  the  hoard 
of  regents,  shall  have  supervision 
j  of  the  c  hapters,  and  shall  have 
charge  of  the  correspondence,  rec- 
[ords,  reports,  and  publications  of 
the  society  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided. 

Section  4.  The  registrar-general 
shall  have  charge  of  the  roll  of  the 
society,  and  shall  issue  to  each 
member  elected,  upon  the  certifi- 
cate of  the  president  of  TfK  chapter 
by  which  he  was  elected,  an  offi- 
cial certificate  signed  by  the  pres- 
ident-general of  the  society  and  the 
registrar-general,  and  attested  by  the 
seal  of  the  society,  and  this  certifi- 
cate shall  be  the  authority  for  ini- 
itiaton.  The  registrar-general  shall 
maintain  a  list  of  the  chapters  of 
the  society,  publish  a  triennial  cat- 
alogue, and  shall  be  the  custodian 
of  the  seal. 

Section   5.    The  treasurer-gene- 
ral shall  collect  and  hold  the  funds 
jof  the  society,  and  shall  pay  out  the 
|  same  upon  the  warrant  of  the  pres- 
ident. 

Article  5.    Board  of  Regents. 

Section  1.  In  the  intervals  be- 
tween conventions,  all  the  powers 
of  the  society,  except  as  otherwise 
provided,  shall  be  lodged  in  the 
hoard  of  regents,  which  shall  con- 
sist of  the  president  and  secretary- 
general,  and  seven  oilier  members, 
who  shall  be  elected  for  three 
years. 

Article  (i.  Dues. 

Section  1.  The  general  conven- 
tion shall  have  power  to  raise  mon- 
ey by  assessments  upon  Ihe  chap- 
ters. 

Section  2.  Each  candidate  f<  r 
initiation,  before  his  certificate  is 
issued  by  the  registrar-general,  and 
before  initiation,  shall  pay  to  the 
treasurer-general,  under  regulations 
to  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of 
regents,  the  sum  of  one  dollar. 

Each  chapter  shall  have  authori- 
ty lo  determine  its  own  dues,  and 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  dues  of 
its  members  to  the  general  treasury. 
Dues  in  Ihe  Auburn  chapter  shall 
be  $5.00,  payable  before  initiation 
After  deducting  $1.00  for  the  gen- 
eral treasury,  the  chapter  will  eith- 
er furnish  Ihe  member  the  official 
badge,  costing  $2.50,  or  pay  Ibis 
amount  toward  the  purchase  of  a 
more  expensive  badge. 

Article  7.  Insignia. 

Section  1.  The  badge  shall  be 
a  flattened  globe,  bearing  the  let- 
ters of  the  society.  PHI  KAPPA  PHI, 
and  surrounded  by  the  rays  of  the 
sun,  arranged  in  eight  groups.  The 
badge  may  be  worn  as  a  pendant, 
pin,  or  medal. 

i  Section  2.  The  seal  shall  con- 
sist of  the  badge  surrounded  by  a 
circle  above  which  is  a  row  of  stars 
to  indicate  the  number  of  chapters 
and  at  the  bottom  the  words  "Foun- 
ded 1807." 

Section  3.  The  diploma  or  cer- 
tificate shall  he  of  such  character 

[as  the  general  convention  may  di- 
rect. 

Section  4.  The  ribbon  of  the  so- 
ciety shall  be  white,  bearing  in 
black  the  letters  of  the  society  and 
the  walls  of  Tro^'. 

Section  5.    The  gown  shall  be 
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a  black  student  gown,  ornamented 
with  the  ribbon  of  the  society  on 
the  front  edge,  or  on  the  edge  of  the 
sleeves. 

Section  (i.  The  ritual  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  a  standing  com- 
mittee of  the  general  convention. 
Ihe  chairman  of  which  shall  be  en- 
titled the  "master  of  ceremonies." 

Article  cS.  Schools  and  provin- 
ces. 

Section  1.  The  general  conven- 
tion may  establish  schools  in  the 
society,  each  lo  include  the  gradu- 
ates of  one  department  or  course 
of  Study,  or  of  a  group  of  related 
courses.  The  several  schools  in 
one  institution  shall  constitute  one 
chapter  or  several  as  the  general 
convention  may  in  each  case  pre- 
scribe. 

Section  2.  The  general  conven- 
tion may  arrange  the  chapters  of 
the  society  in  provinces  under  the 
supervision  of  provincial  councils, 
according  to  geographical  distri- 
bution, ami  may  grant  to  the  prov- 
ince such  powers  and  organization 
as  it  may  seem  expedient. 

Article  Adoption  of  Ihe  con- 
stitution. 

Section  1.  This  constitution 
shall  go  into  effect  as  soon  as  ap- 
proved by  ihe  members  of  the  board 
of  regents  herein  provided  for,  but 
shall  be  subject  to  revision  by  a 
majority  of  the  general  convention. 

Article  111.  Amendments  to  the 
constitution. 

Section  l.  Amendments  lo  the 
constitution  may  be  adopted  by 
3-4  majority  of  any  convention,  or 
by  a  majority  vole  of  any  conven- 
tion supported  by  a  majority  vole  of 
all  chapters.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  secretary-general  to  submit  lo 
Hie    chapters    any  amendments 

which  have  received  only  a  vole  of 
Ihe  general  convention,  and  Ihe  mo- 
tion of  the  several  chapters  thereon 
shall  be  submitted  by  the  secretary- 
general  lo  the  board  of  regents,  who 
shall  promulgate  the  same  lo  all 
chapters,  attested  by  the  president 
and  secretary -general. 

Section  2.  Those  articles  or 
parts  of  articles  of  this  constiuttion 
which  relate  only  to  Ihe  local  chap- 
ter may  be  amended  by  a  2-3  vote 
at  any  meeting,  provided  that  due 
notice  of  proposed  amendments 
shall  have  been  given  in  writing 
prior  lo  ihe  meeting.
